A fair degree of prosperity has attended our schools the 
past year, and those pupils who have been constant in their 
attendance have shown by their progress the results of diligence 
and good instruction. 

In too many instances parents have neglected to send their 
children to school more than a portion of the school year ; 
apparently forgetful of the irreparable injury to their children, 
and the waste of money caused by the neglect of all to avail 
themselves of every school privilege. 

Sickness also has deciminated some of our schools and re- 
duced the average attendance in all. 

The number of scholars shows a decrease from 183, as 
reported in 1889, to 158 for the year ending March, 18go. 

The past year the average number belonging to all the 
schools was 112, with an average attendance of 97; and in the 
preceding year the average number belonging to the schools 
was 118, with an average attendance of 107. 

The number of children in town, between the ages of five 
and fifteen years, reported to the Board, as enumerated by the 
Selectmen in April, was 115. ‘The number registered in the 
different schools was 133. , 

For definite information concerning each school, reference 
may be made to the statistical tables. 

The schools in the eastern section of the town have been 
eminently successful. 
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The teachers in No. 7, and the grammar department of 
No. 13, have taught their respective schools throughout the year. 

The teacher in the primary department of No. 13, after a 
prosperous Summer term, entered the Normal school at 
Plymouth, necessitating the employment of a successor, who 
taught the two remaining terms. 

All have done their duties well, and we believe their ser- 
vices have been properly appreciated by parents and pupils. 


ScHoo.L No. 1. 


Summer term—Taught by Miss Luna B. Hubbard, well 
qualified to teach this term of school, and seemed to be pros- 
pering well till near its close, when afew scholars took 
advantage of the teacher’s kindness and leniency and made it 
unpleasant for all concerned. 

Fall term—Taught by R. W. LeRoy of Brattleboro. A 
good scholar and had excellent ways of illustration with 
classes, but lacked judgment in the way of discipline. A 
complaint came from some parents that the teacher of the 
first term was not severe enough in discipline, and again that 
the teacher of second term was too severe. If parents take 
the part of a child in an ordinary punishment and have an 
incident occur at the schoolroom as there did here, it is demora/- 
¢zeng and its influence extends to others; where children are 
taught discipline, dred up at home, they know how to be 
governed at school. These suggestions are intended only for 
those to whom they seem to apply. The advancement of the 
scholars who continued in school was good. 

Winter term—Taught by Miss Minnie A. Lamson of Hins- 
dale. A teacher of experience. She had the respect and 
love of her pupils, and took them along well in their studies. 
A worker in the schoolroom. 


ScHoou No. 5. 


Summer term—Taught by Miss Mabelle K. Remick. A 
well qualified teacher. The school did very well under her 
instruction.

Fall term—Taught by Miss Hattie L. Upton, a Normal 
school graduate. She worked hard and deserved better suc- 
cess than was accredited to her. The school was closed two 
weeks by the Board of Health, on account of diphtheria ; this 
with other influences had a discouraging effect ; the advance- 
ment of the school was, however, evident at the close. 

Winter term—Taught by G. Bb. Frost, a good teacher and 
disciplinarian. This term was broken very much by sickness 
of the scholars. The general advancement of classes was 
retarded considerably, for which the teacher expressed many 
regrets. 


ScHOOL No. 9g. 


Taught by Miss Clara E. Smith, an excellent teacher and 
worker in the school room. All the terms were equally 
good, and the advancement of the scholars for the year has 
been excellent. We have an instance here of one family 
sending their children sixty weeks to school, and no marks 
againstthem. If @// parents would exercise the same ambition 
and care for their children’s education, the School Board would 
not have any preaching to do. Study carefully the register of 
this school. 


ScHooL No. Io. 


The Summer and Fall terms were taught by Miss Clara 
M. Stoddard,-a good ‘scholar and teacher. Both terms were 
prosperous, and the advancement of the scholars good, 
especially the Fall term. 

Winter term—Taught by Miss H. L. Thompson, of Ver- 
mont, an experienced teacher, and the scholars did well under 
her instruction.
